THE FRENCH IN ANNAM. © 

“G6 the Editor of the.“ Cuiwa Man.” 
I8,—Tho recent news respecting the sta- 
tions of somoof the French ships of war 


has been inserted in the papers. : Since 


thon this has passed. as u rumour,’ thero/ 


hoing no knéwn iuthority for the trath of 
ity The news which strikes us with astonish- 
ment is that the French had, ou tha 26th 
of April, invaded tlie metropolis of “Ton- 
quin and got possession of it, . Tt seems to 
have-beon the fact that Yo French General 
at Snigon and ‘the French Ambassador at 
Hue sent a despatch to, Annan stating that 
the ships of war lying around were 
tended for driving away the Blick Flags in 
ordor to protoct tho, Westorn Morchaiits in 
‘earrying on their:trade between. Kongko 
or and Yunnan without any disturbance, 
and that no interferenes’ with the locality 
{of Anniain) would be made. ° oF 
When ‘the French Naval: Officera -had 


their ships of war lying in the harbour they'| ++ 


wero welcomed and entertained by the 
Civil Oflicurs of Tonquin, and the French 
crows lodged on, the maAinInnd for mote 
than 20 days, duting which ‘poriod neither 
of tho parties had any difference with the 
other. Tho French, however, taking -the 
advantage of the jneapability of the native 


: officers to muke-any-proparations for action, 


suddenly invaded’ Tonquin’ and took it. 
The death of the Governor Wong and the 
Vico-Admirnl Lat resulted. The sudden- 
ness of the invasion of Tonquin has been 
quite unreasoruble, Tracing back the rela- 
tions hetween the French and Annan we 
find that in the year 1862, the French, along 
with their consorts tho Spaniards, invaded 
the three provineesinSaigon. 'The war con- 
tinued tor three years, and at last the three 
provinces were yieldcd to tho French, by 
the Annamesc on a treaty of peace being 
made. Peace continued for some time, 
after which the French tried to posress the 
other three interior provinces of Saigon, 
int. the Annamese refused to accede to this 
arrangement. In consequence of this ro- 
fusal, in 1874, the French’ had many ships 
of war around “Tonquin and atuwked 
soveral placos, capturing and iJl-using many 
of tho native ollicers, Ina battle, however, 
the French Commander-in-chief was slain. 
‘Afterwards a Treaty was made between the 
French and Annamese Governments that 
the places which had heen taken by the 
French should be restored to Annam; that 
the provinces of Saigon bo given up by 
Annam to tho French to be governed by 
them ; thut hostilities should ccase between 


{ both Governments for ever, and that Mer- 


cautile porsuits should be carried on. Now 
the question atises,—For what reason did 
the French invade Tonqnin thin time? 
Do the French mean that Annam could not 
keep up the Treaty on account of its in- 
ability to prevent interference with the 
French merchants by the Black Flag, 
Enquiries having been. made of mer- 
chants, the facts obtained from them ecem 
to show that the Black Flag had been 
under the protection of Annam-before the 
Treaty was made in regard to commercial 
pursuits. The Annamese Government had 
permitted the Black Flag to station at Po 
Shing for keeping out any plundering 
rebels. In the troubles of tho rebellion, 
Admiral Fung vf the Chinese Government 
led an army over to exterminate the rebels, 
and during that time the Black Flag were 
algo very anxious to lend 9 hand in driving 
out the rebels, The reasun why the An- 
namese Government has not exercised its 
authority to keep the Black Flag out of the 
place is beeause it has been found that the 
place is situated far out and cannot be left a 
day unguarded. Since the Treaty regarding 
the commercial. pursuits was made, the 
number of vessels passing out and into tho’ 
harbour of Po Shing has been enormons, 
The ammunol amount of duty is vory great. 
From this it may be scen that no inter- 
forence had: becn offered to the French mer- 
chunts by the Black Flag. If the French 
had reasoned that the Black Flag had slain 
the French Commander-in-chief and that 
consequently, the Government must insist 
on the Black Flag being driven away, 
it is an absurdity; for European nations 
would also deem such a thing suflicient 
reason fur initiating hostile action. If the 
French were going to erente a disturb- 
ance for that reasou, then the hoatility 
would be tuo bitter tu conse. With refer- 
enco to the inubility of the French mer- 
chants to get ecommerce introduced inte 
Yunnan, no Treaty has been made by the 
Chinese Government concerning that mat- 
ter. Moreover there is great danger to 
atoamers sailing aloiy the Kongko river, 
owing to the swift currents and the amount 
of deposits in the river, This suggestion 
has been .made by the Committee of the 
French. department. The Annamese Go- 
vernment has had nothing to do with these 
obstacles, No one can see the reason why 
tho French Govermnent should have in- 
yaded Tonquin andtaken it. From this it 
may be seen that-tho French Goyernment 
is unfaithful to all thé other nations on the 
Globe. . : 
Now Tonquin to Aunam is like the right 
arm to the body, and Tonquin to China is 
like an outer wall to the, house. If the 
right arm were hurt the body would suffer, 
and if the outer wall were thin the house 
could be looked into. If the Annameso 
Government cannot secure Tonquin how 
can it be a dependency to China, and if the 
Chinese Government cannot devise means 
to help Annam how can it secure its own 
house and make its ‘outer wall fast. If the
